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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3, 12, 13, 16, 17, 18, 19, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Patent Application 2005/0165985 Al to Vangal et al CVangar). 

As to claim 1, Vangal teaches processing inbound TCP segments as processing 
e.g. ACK shown e.g., as state 144 (FIG. 5). Vangal further teaches performing 
completion processing of received TCP ACKs independently of the processing of 
inbound segments as e.g., states 15 and 160 (FIG. 5). Li particular, the examiner notes a 
reasonable but broad interpretation of independent that is consistent with the 
specification. In particular, notes that the states are different and thus independent from 
one another. Examiner also notes a further interpretation with respect to FIG. 21 of 
Vangal. In particular, the scheduler 2116 and processing engine 2110 process inbound 
TCP segments separately with respect to completion processing. In particular, completed 
TCP ACKs are further processed by CQ 2132 and EQ 2134 which is independent since it 
is sent to the host. See e.g., paragraph 0124 on page 10. 

As to claim 2, a completion coalescing list is taught e.g., as the context data 
stored as connection data in memory 112. 
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As to claim 3, see e.g., paragraph 0124 with respect to coalescing the data. 
As to claims 12-13, see e.g., paragraph 0102 with respect to RDMA. 
As to claim 16, the scheduler 21 16 and processing engine 2110 implement 
instructions. 

As to claim 17, see similar rejection to claim 1 . 
As to claim 18, see similar rejection to claim 2. 
As to claim 19, see similar rejection to claim 3. 
As to claim 27, see similar rejection to claim 12. 
As to claim 28, see similar rejection to claim 13.. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 4-11, 14-15, 20-26, and 29-30 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
